Hot-Weather Care 


By Russell K. Lowry 


Every owner is faced with a 
few musts if he wants to do right by 
his dog in hot weather. These are 
relatively simple chores, well worth 
the little trouble and expense en- 
tailed. 

There’s feeding. A dog exercises 
less when it’s hot than when it’s 
cool. Less food, therefore, is re- 
quired. But no changes in diet, 
please. An old fallacy says dogs 
shouldn’t be fed meat in hot weath- 
er. This is wrong. A dog needs meat 
in July and August—just the same 
as in December and January. Dog 
biscuit, prepared dog meal, and 
cooked or raw vegetables have a 
place in hot-weather meals. 

There’s water. It’s the dog’s de- 
light in summertime. Give him 
plenty of it. Change it twice a day 
and keep it in a cool spot. Also, 
keep the water protected so that 
dust and dirt won’t be blown into it. 

There’s shelter from heat. If 
yours is an outside dog, he’ll look 
for shade and other means of keep- 
ing cool when the sun beats down. 
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Here’s hoping you have a tree or 
two in your yard—or in your pet’s 
run. If you haven’t, provide a 
shelter, made of a few planks, that 
your dog can crawl under. If pos- 
sible, keep him from crawling un- 
der the house or outbuildings.

Plain Dirt Gardener

new general-purpose dusts this 
year, and I can report that I have 
less black spot this time of year 
than for several summers. 

Chere are several of these gener- 
al-purpose dusts on the market. 
The various brands vary some- 
what as to what they contain. I 
suggest that you read the labels 
and select the one most suited to 
your needs. The one I’m _ using 
happened to be one my local deal- 
er had in stock. 

I also dug a few hills of new po- 
tatoes in the boondoggle patch be- 
hind the garage, and I never had 
such good potatoes in my life. 
We've been using this general- 
purpose dust on these, too. The 


DDT in it is sure pizen for the leaf 


hoppers and flea beetles. (Note 
this DDT dust, used generally on 
potatoes by commercial growers in 
1946 was one of the reasons for the 
tremendous crop grown all over 
the country. ) 


July 10 Did that little sum- 
mer chore of clearing off space 
where spinach, peas, and such 
have come and gone, to get ready 
for making a fall garden. (Note 
later I sowed here seeds of lettuce, 
beets, carrots, turnips.) 





July 11 One of my little eccentri- 
paid dividends tonight. 
Whenever I set out plants, I have 
a habit of sticking in an extra plant 
at the end of each row, just in case 
[ need a spare later. 

As I was hoeing’ the bed of an- 
nual asters, I found that cutworms 
had made way with four plants. 
So I up and dug those spares with 
balls of dirt and set them into the 
vacant spots. 

Ditto, I found that a few mum 
plants had succumbed for some 
reason or other. These were from 
divisions of some new ones grown 
last year. Well, I had some extra 
divisions set into one end of a seed- 
frame. Here they were flourishing. 
So I dug spares from here and 
filled up the vacant spots in the 
mum beds. 

Also I labored until dark putting 
plant food around mums and on 
one bed of roses, scattering lightly 
around the base of the plants and 
not too close to the stems. David 
had done this to part of the roses 
while I was gone. If I can just get 
these a good feeding now, it will 
be fine. (Note—Later did same to 
marigolds, annual asters, cosmos, 
and part of glads.)

How to start next spring’s pansies: 


Ai \TE September sowing won’ t 
need to be transplanted this fall 
A November sowing won't get up 
until spring. But it’s from the July 
and August seeds that I get plants 
surest to winter over and _ start 


blooming in April.—G. N., Iowa. 


I place a board 4 to 6 inches 
high around my seedbed to bound 
it. Then I fill this bed with loam 
lightened with sand (for drainage) 
and moisture-holding peat screen- 
ings. A good mixture is 14 mixed 
humus, 14 garden loam, 4% sand. 


—M.P.R., Indiana. 


My pansies are sown in rows 4 
to 6 inches apart. I use the end of a 
board to make the rows straight. 
It's too hard to keep down the 
weeds when you broadcast the 
seed.— RK. S., Oregon. 





Pansy seeds won’t germinate 
well when the temperature is above 
70 degrees. If you live in the 
Southwest, wait for cool weather. 
—H. G. G., Texas. 


Choose a spot facing east and 
shaded part of the day for your 
late pansies. But for the early blues, 
yellows, and the purples of princely 
robes, grow your pansies in full 


sun.—M. E. L., Pennsylvania. 


Pansies need winter protection. 
Pansies stay green even after frost 
checks their growth. After the soil 
freezes, I add a fluffy covering 
(usually old asparagus tops) deep 
enough to hide the plants complete- 
ly. Then in late October, I crumple 
dry leaves between the rows. You 
can use any kind of leaves you 
have available.—B. Y. R., Idaho.

As a war bride, I thrilled at my first glimpse of America. After two years, I’m disillusioned 


I WAS never so glad in my life to get anywhere as to 
San Francisco that foggy September morning in 1944. 

Partly because I was sick of two weeks on an over- 
crowded liner carrying nine or more of us Australian 
war brides in every bulging cabin designed for two. 

Partly because I wanted to taste good landlubbers’ 
food again after mediocre troopship fare. 

But mostly because I had realized a lifelong dream. 
[ had come to America, the country I had admired 
and wanted to visit ever since I was a little girl 
reading books and watching exciting movies about it. 
~ Even more, I felt the United States was now home 

the home of the American I had married and there- 
fore my home, even tho 7,000 miles from everything 
I was used to. 

| hat was two years ago. In that time I have become 
disenchanted. I like many things about the United 
States, but others have disappointed me—badly. 

\ltho I wouldn’t think of reneging on a bargain 
I love my husband too much even to consider that 
nothing could make me happier than to have good 
fortune take both of us and our American-born child 
back to Australia, forever. Here are my reasons: 


M \YBE those American movies I used to see, with 
their penthouses, swimming pools, and luxury auto- 
mobiles, swelled my anticipations too much. They 
helped me believe that nearly every American lived 
a fast, effortless life, surrounded by incredible con- 
veniences and luxuries. I could not imagine that this 
great, glamorized country could really contain much 
poverty or sordidness. 

vhat I found in 1944—and since—shocked me. 


Unbelievable squandering of money by the very rich 
in expensive night clubs. A fur shop advertising, six 
months after the Normandy landings, that ‘Your 
v poor dear, may be slaving as a hospital aide, or 


doing her own housework, and so deserves to 
be pampered”—with a $2,500 mink jacket. 
yund middle-class families getting along remark- 


ab! well, despite rationing, but complaining some- 
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times at hardships we had cheerfully taken for granted 
in Australia for five years. And I found the poorest of 
the people existing squalidly in dreadful, dirty slums. 

One of my shipmates found her Brooklyn husband 
living in a teeming, dingy district with parents who 
spoke hardly a word of English. They treated her as 
an intruder. I ‘visited her there twice, passing by 
elevated thru the Williamsburgh section Betty Smith 
wrote about in “‘A Tree Grows in Brooklyn.” 


Ix OULD not have imagined that people—especially 
Americans—could live in such places. I believe 
similar.conditions exist in Chicago, Detroit, and other 
large cities, and in much of the rural South. 

We have what we call slums in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne, but they seem hardly to deserve the name 
compared to some areas I have seen in America. 

I suppose New York once glittered from a dis- 
tance as the most wonderful of all cities to me. When I 
actually arrived in it, I was properly impressed by the 
tall buildings, the shops, and theaters. But I was also 
impressed by the dirty, littered streets, foul subways, 
high prices, and many unfriendly people. 

Another Australian girl I know found similar 
conditions in Los Angeles. She had lived in a lovely, 
well-landscaped Sydney house and belonged to a 
pleasant beach club, where she attended smart, 
weekly dinner dances. In Los Angeles, on her hus- 
band’s modest salary, she was crowded into a tiny 
apartment fronting on a closed court. With a baby, 
the family budget allowed only the entertainment of a 
neighborhood movie every few weeks. She finally de- 
cided she couldn’t take it and went home. 

America, it seems to me, is heaven for the rich, 
decent for the middle class, but abominable for the 
mass of lower-paid wage earners. And thousands of 
war brides have married such wage earners 

I’ve found it hard, too, to get used to the artificially 
fast pace here, people rushing on the streets, in trains 
and automobiles, in stores and offices, to get every- 
thing done in a hurry. [ Turn to page 98

Our cabin has become a year-round home.

We BUILT a log cabin for our honey- 


moon. We intended later to convert it 


into a beach house. We never intended to 
live in it permanently. 

But we do live in it now, and it houses 
three comfortably. Our lot is on the lake 
shore in Bellevue, Washington, within 
20 minutes of Seattle. Our land runs up 
the hill, but we decided to build on a level 
stretch about 50 feet square along the 
lake. 

Our cabin is built in the standard 
saddle-and-notch methods of log con- 
struction. But it has some unique features. 
We have corner windows of drawn sheet 
glass, 314x5, set in log frames. At the 
corner they are set in a hand-hewn log. 
We have a patio with log seats at one end 
and a rock wall at the other; the wall 
doubles as a bulkhead against the hill 
behind the cabin. We have a fieldstone 
chimney with a grill on the patio side, 
The iron bar across the fireplace on the 
inside is scalloped for glamour. 

In the summer we eat on the patio. We 
eat our winter meals leisurely indoors, 
laughing at the fussy antics of the coots or 
watching the grebes dive. We’ve learned 
to identify 56 types of ducks which spend 
winters on the lake.

Rin we all going quietly mad? 


Are you neurotic now? And if you are, 
does it mean that tomorrow you'll be psy- 
chotic, schizophrenic, or a victim of senile 
dementia? Or, to put it in plain language, 
will they be coming to get you one of these 
days in the little white wagon and put you 
where you can’t hurt anybody, including 
yourself? 

Maybe so. You hear plenty of gloomy re- 
ports on the mental state of the union. Sur- 
geon General Thomas Parran tells us that 
mental disorders affect, to some degree, 
about 8,000,000 Americans and fill more 
than half the hospital beds of the country. 
Not only that, but nearly one-third of all 
men rejected under Selective Service were 
turned down for mental reasons. And almost 
half the disability discharges from the army 
—a whopping 44.6 percent—were for neu- 
ropsychiatric reasons. 

These are appalling figures. They shock. 
But do statistics imply what they seem to— 
that mental disorders are increasing by leaps 
and bounds? Frankly, some frightening in- 
terpretations are open to serious question. 


For one thing, statistics represent mental 
cases that come to official notice. Not long 
ago, diagnosis of mental afflictions was a 
pretty haphazard affair. Only the most ad- 
vanced cases wound up in hospitals. You 
may be old enough to remember cases like 
Gramp’s. Gramp was well past 70, and his 
arteries, including those nourishing his 
brain, were getting brittle. He was untidy, 
forgetful, inclined to maunder, and needed 
the care and supervision a small child needs. 
But around the farm he was able to do a few 
chores, or, if he wasn’t, he was still Gramp, 
who used to bring us hard candies in striped 
paper sacks, and there was a family tradition 
that we took care of our own. 


Nowapays, Gramp would probably be 
bundled off to an institution. A three-room 
apartment doesn’t have enough closets to 
hide a skeleton. The girls can’t bring home 
their boy friends.

There are more places to put things in this small house 


than you'll find in many homes that are twice its size 


By Louise Price Bell 


1, THE small homes that are being built this summer, adequate 
storage space can mean the difference between convenient, lei- 
surely living and day-to-day chaos. 

The need for well-designed storage space was uppermost in the 
minds of Architect Gordon Luepke and Builder John W. Joynt 
when they designed this home in Tucson, Arizona. Their com- 
bined efforts proved so successful that when the house was com- 
pleted, the Joynts moved in! 

Much of the Joynt house is built of pine, finished in natural 
color to give warmth and mellowness. The wood is accented by a 
few areas of unfinished brick. There are bright spots of color, too, 
which bring out the beauty of the wood. The exterior wood is 
also pine, laid vertically above windows and horizontally below. 

The Joynts’ home is small. But it offers opportunities for easy, 
gracious living, without crowding, without clutter, and without 
apologies for its size. On the floor plan below, check the storage 
points. They are shown in color. 


Living Reoonr Altho the living room takes up half the house, 
and has large glass areas on three sides, a 26-foot storage bar was 
provided. It has handled everything the Joynts want to store in 
the living room, without becoming cluttered or crowded. 


Bedroom—This house has only one small bedroom, but the 
wardrobe closets lining two walls take care of everything from 
Lilly Dache hats to golf clubs and riding boots. The beds and 
night stand are the only movable pieces of furniture in the room. 


Kitcehen—The kitchen is tiny, but as handy as a shirt pocket. 
You can stand in the middle and reach everything—without

QO BOY, don’t count the cobs!” 

Confront a man with a steaming platter 
of roasting ears, the butter, and the salt, and you 
can’t match that look of utter contentment! 

There’s a lot to be said about cooking corn on 
the cob—that is, if you want the best flavor. 
Right now is peak season for quality and abun- 
dance. So cook corn fresh from the garden and cook 
it quickly to get all its sugar sweetness. If the 
market is your garden, check on time corn is 
delivered and hurry it home to the refrigerator. 

We show you three ways to cook garden roast- 
ing ears—in the pressure saucepan, in the 
Dutch oven, and over a charcoal grill. 

You can’t beat plain buttered corn on the cob. 
Nor—for that matter—hot corn fritters with 
fried chicken! Or corn patties (corn “oysters” 
we call them) with maple syrup. So you’d better 
splurge. It’s sweet corn season! 
























The Dutch even method of cooking corn on the 
cob is a favorite way with many cooks. Line Dutch 
oven with the clean, washed green husks. Don’t dry 
them, It’s the clinging drops of water that furnish 
the steam. Lay ears on the layer of husks. Cover. 
Heat to steaming; reduce heat /ow. In about 
20 minutes, it’s time to eat. And what flavor! 


Corn Roast. Turn back husks; strip off silks. 
Replace husks; lay ears on grill. Charcoal fire 
must be very low, no flame. Keep turning ears. 
Total roasting time: 15 to 20 minutes. Husks 
will be dry and browned. Corn will be a light 
taffy color and have a delicious, slightly caramel- 
ized flavor. Now break off the husks and eat 
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Corn Fritters 


Serve them golden brown and 
crusty on a hot platter of fried chick- 
en.

Sort fresh green beans into “large perfect’’ and ‘‘small and less perfect’’ 


“FResH out of the garden!” 


you can boast when you serve 


green beans from your bounty of 


frozen foods. And you'll be con- 
vincing, provided you follow the 
rules for successful home freezing. 
Quality and Variety 

Beans for freezing should’ be 
gathered when pods are plump, 
beans in the pods still immature. 
Both beans and pods should be 
very tender, and pods crisp enough 
to snap cleanly when bent. Green 
beans should be prepared and 
frozen immediately after picking. 

For whole or cut beans, select 
round-podded, rich green varieties. 
For French-style (cut in thin, 
lengthwise shreds), choose flat- 
podded beans—they make more 
attractive shreds. Pole beans ex- 
cellent for freezing are Kentucky 
Wonder and Blue Lake. Bunch 


— 


beans excellent for freezing are 
Giant Stringless Green Pod, Refu 
gee, and Lowe’s Champion. 


Sort and Wash Beans 


Sort into large perfect beans for 
freezing whole, small and imper- 
fect ones for cut beans, flat pods for 
French-cut. See photograph above. 
Wash beans in cold water to remove 
soil. Use rubbing motion with fin- 
gers. Rinse thoroly in another pan 
of cold water. Snip ends of beans. 


Blanch 


Whole or cut beans: Blanch whole 
beans in boiling water. Use at 
least 1 gallon of water. Lower bas- 
ket into rapidly boiling water. 
Cover tightly. When water boils 
again, start counting time. Blanch 
large beans 4 minutes; small ones, 
3 to 4 inches long, 3 minutes. 
Blanch only 1 quart at a time.

Immerse hot blanched beans im- 
mediately in plenty of ice and 
water. The quicker the beans 
chill, the more flavor and food 
value you save for the’serving dish. 
Lift beans out of icy water; drain. 


Package 
Whole beans: Cut chilled, drained 
beans to fit container (see photo- 
graph below). Pack compactly. 
You could add trimmings to cut 
beans you’re freezing, or serve 
them at the next meal. 


Cut beans: Hold handful of whole 
beans in bunch on board; cut 1- to 
14-inch lengths; drop into con-

tainer. Tap container occasionally, 
for a tight pack. See photograph, 
page 87 


French beans: Pack French-cut 
beans firmly into container. 
Whether beans are whole or cut, 
completely fill paper, glass, or tin 
containers. No headspace is re- 
quired. Seal. Place in home freezer 
immediately. In the photograph on 
page 87 we show how the tin cans 
are sealed. Same can may be used 
three seasons. All you need is new 
lids. The can sealer closes can, cuts 
off top next winter, and reflanges 
can for use next freezing season. 
If you’re going to the locker, 
keep beans in the refrigerator, 
meantime. But don’t delay your 
trip too long. Label tells style of 
beans, date, and variety (S.G.P. 
in picture below means Stringless

abruptly awakened may develop 
into a badly adjusted adult, un- 
able to forget the ease which once 
was conferred on him as his right, 
and inadequate to strike out and 
get for himself the luxuries which 
have been the foundation of his 
existence. 

Even tho the family income is 
not cut off and there is no prospect 
of any such eventuality, the urgency 
to give our offspring every ma- 
terial advantage we can supply 
and to do it right now, without any 
need for waiting or earning on 
their part, can leave pampered 
girls and boys emotionally imma- 
ture. 

They are not given the oppor- 
tunity to learn the thrill of achiev- 
ing something for themselves, or to 
know the pleasure of anticipation 
—which is often greater than that 
of actual acquisition. 


Ir IS doubtful that any parents 
consciously spoil or pamper their 
children. However, our own im- 
patience, a feeling that the “time 
is now,” leads us to gratify every 
wish of the child, as tho the chance 
of his enjoying each particular 
happiness may never come again. 

We are not condemning this 
natural desire of every parent to 
provide to the best of his ability for 
his children, but we do urge cau- 
tion so that a sense of responsibility 
and appreciation is developed be- 
fore maturity. 

If a youngster is aware, long in 
advance of his adult years, that he 
cannot have everything he wants 
—that some things he must earn 
and some he must wait to acquire 
—then there will be no possibility 
that the learning of this lesson in 
later years will have a damaging 
effect on his mental outlook.

ing an allowance does teach a re- 
gard for money which would not 
otherwise exist. All too frequently, 
however, the allowance is aug- 
mented by extra amounts to 
cover ‘“‘specials’—corsages for 
dance dates, sports equipment, 
presents for family or current 
heart interests, club or fraternity 
initiations, and many _ other 
“musts.” 


A GIRL’S extras may be of a dif- 
ferent nature than a boy’s, but 
they come up just as frequently. 

Some allowances cover clothes, 
and a few parents do hold fast to 
the rule that the money allotted 
must pay for every need. But for 
the most part, clothes do not enter 
into the allowance figure. They 
are paid for separately by the 
parents, and dften no attempt is 
made to keep this expense within 
a budget. 

So if extras and clothes do not 
have to be considered, handling an 
allowance may not teach any real 
concept of the value of money. 

And what services are rendered 
by the young people in return for 
all this bounty? That question 
must be answered individually by 
each parent. If your teen-agers 
try hard to earn their own spend- 
ing money, or, if that is impossible, 
do regular jobs around the house 
in an effort to earn their allow- 
ances, no one can accuse you of 
pampering them. 


However, many an adoles- 
cent makes no effort either to help 
at home or to earn money from out- 
side sources. It is the American 
system to treat our juveniles, at 
least in high school, and, if eco- 
nomically possible, thru college 
years, as the financial responsibili- 
ties of the parents. But we are not 
doing these young people a favor if 
we allow them to assume that a 
comfortable home, good meals, 
just right clothes, and money to 
pay for every activity are their 
right. 

It gives parents great pleasure to 
do all these things for their chil- 
dren. In fact, it bolsters our sense 
of personal success to be able to 
give them everything any other 
young person has. This very in- 
dulgence, tho, so poorly prepares 
our boys and girls for life that 
many a youthful -marriage is 
threatened with failure because of 
it. 

It is hard to take when the once- 
pampered newlyweds find their 
moderate income won’t stretch to 
cover monthly payments on a car 
or even that darling dress! When 
both young marrieds want some- 
thing simultaneously, and _ the 
budget will permit only one of the 
items, it isn’t easy for Mary to de- 
fer to Tom’s needs . . . when, al- 
ways before, everything she desired 
was supplied for her. 


Ler’s teach our boys and girls an 
awareness of the value of money. 
Make them conscious of the need 
for planning when spending. Help 
them learn to weigh one wish 
against another—to decide which 
is more important, more desirable, 
worth more in the long run. Then 
these decisions will not be so hard 
to make in adult life.

We Australians deliberately avoid 
such pressure. We take time off for 
morning and afternoon tea and 
smoke-o; we take four-day week- 
end holidays on every possible ex- 
cuse, and we spend more of our days 
just chatting with people. 

Maybe we’re not so efficient as 
Americans, but I think we’re hap- 
pier. And I don’t think so many of 
us have stomach ulcers, or die in our 
forties of heart failure. 


Tue brusqueness of many Ameri- 
cans, especially in business, bothers 
me. Some Australian shop clerks 
would refuse to serve customers as 


, discourteous as many I’ve heard in 


this country. 

Australian workers, too, seem 
politer. Our taxi drivers always get 
out and open doors for passengers. 
American drivers almost never do. 
Our restaurant waiters don’t insult 
customers. And yet in_Australia we 
get along without the lavish tipping 
which seems necessary here as a 
bribe to obtain some kind of decent 
service. 

I’m bothered, too, by some Amer- 
ican high-pressure salesmen. An Aus- 
tralian salesperson seldom tries to 
talk a customer into anything he 
doesn’t want. Last week, two sales- 
men forced their way into my liv- 
ing room without invitation and 
stayed for 45 minutes, altho I told 
them repeatedly I wasn’t interested. 
Such tactics are unheard of in Aus- 
tralia—and they’re offensive to me. 


SPEAKING of people, I feel a lit- 
tle hurt that most Americans know so 
little of my country—and often seem 
to care less. We Australians study 
American history, literature, and 
politics in school. We know the 
names of big American cities and 
approximately where they are. We 
know about the Declaration of In- 
dependence and the Constitution, 
upon which our own Australian 
Constitution is modeled. As children 
we play cowboys and Indians. And 
tho cricket is our team game, we 
know a little about baseball. 

But I’ve found many Americans 
who don’t know the name of a single 
Australian city. Some don’t even 
know what language we speak. 
“You talk very good English for a 
foreigner,” one woman actually 
said to me in New York. 


Worst of all, Americans some- 
times offend us by bragging about 
the wonders of this country, and sug- 
gesting that no other place could 
possibly be so big, so bountiful, or so 
good to live in. Naturally we Aus- 
tralians think pretty highly of our 
own great and growing land, with 
its high standard of living, its sun- 
tanned, healthy men and women, its 
fine schools and hospitals, ranches 
and factories, beaches and airlines. 
But we don’t try to cram it down 
anybody’s throat—and we think 
that should go both ways. 
Primarily, I’m a housewife and 
mother now. So what hurts most is 
the terribly high cost of living in the 
United States. We have paid as

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much as $100 a month for an Ameri- 
can apartment which we could have 
matched in Sydney for $25 to $45. 

I’m paying 92 cents for butter and 
65 cents for eggs, as I write this. At 
home, both cost 27 cents. Bread is 
19 cents a loaf at the corner store, 8 
cents in Australia. American bacon 
costs as much as 75 cents a pound, 
against 29 cents at home. Home- 
delivered milk is 21 cents a quart 
here, but only 9 cents in Australia 
for the bigger British quart. In Aus- 
tralia, the most expensive restaurant 
breakfast costs 48 cents, and dinner 
80 cents. 

Australian salaries, of course, 
average lower than American ones, 
partly offsetting these lower prices. 
But I am sure that people with mod- 
erate and low incomes come off 
better in Australia than in America 

-taking all that into consideration. 


Wauen our baby was born in New 
York, medical expenses came to 
about $400—$215 for the doctor 
and $185 for the hospital. A friend 
of mine recently had a baby in a 
fine, private Sydney hospital, with a 
first-rate obstetrician. The total bill 
for doctor and hospital came to $78. 
The Australian Government “‘baby 
bonus”’—paid to all parents—took 
care of $48.75 of this, making my 
friend’s total expenses only $29.25. 

As you can imagine, I wished our 
baby had been born in Australia! 

In addition, every Australian 
family, regardless of income, receives 
a government family allowance of 
$1.20 a week for each child after the 
first, to be spent for the welfare of the 
children. This helps considerably 
with food and clothing in early years, 
education in later ones. America 
seems slow to me in not adopting 
such a policy to encourage larger, 
happier families, too. 


THERE are some other things 
about America I don’t like—weather 
and the irresponsibility ofsome public 
officials, for instance. But, let me re- 
emphasize, there are many, many 
things I do find splendid here 
shops, theaters, household appli- 
ances, and the quality of American 
dentistry, for instance. And I’ve 
made lots of wonderful friends, who 
are as nice as any people I’ve ever 
known, anywhere, 

But, balancing everything on the 
scales, I'd take Australia. I could 
leave America for home tomorrow 
with no regret. And—believe it or 
not—my husband, an American, 
feels just the same way about it. 
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“Surely you’ve heard of a sunken 
living room.”

frayed and broken. Result—your 
clothes don’t last as long as they 
should. 

That isn’t all. The curd is a 
dirty gray in color. Lodged in your 
clothes, it defies any reasonable 
amount of bleach. So you have 
gray dish towels, gray sheets, gray 
table linen, gray shirts. Gay prints 
become dingy and lifeless. Strong 
concentrations of bleach don’t 
help; they weaken fabrics more 
than if the soap curd had been left 
in. 

Ironing may add still another 
unwanted color. Clothes full of 
soap curds are easily scorched. 


Washing dishes. Soap curd in 
hard dishwater is a real problem, 
for it readily combines with grease. 
Dishes seem smooth and are easily 
rinsed, but they aren’t clean. Even 
if you spray dishes with scalding 
water and let them dry, a whitish 
film forms. Soft water, on the other 
hand, leaves dishes and glassware 
sparkling.

Shampooing. Just as curd clings 
to fibers in cloth, it sticks to each 
strand of hair during a shampoo. 
Rinsing in clean hard water takes 
away the soap curd. But your sense 
of touch tells you that your hair is 
stringy, sticky, and far from clean. 
Lemon rinses, diluted vinegar solu- 
tions, and similar concoctions fail 
to leave hair clean and bright. 

Soft water dissolves the curd and 
rinses hair clean. Luster is greatly 
increased. Tests show that hair 
rinsed in soft water reflects 60 per- 
cent more light than hair washed 
in hard water. 


Bathing and shaving. When you 
bathe in hard water, what hap- 
pens? You find a ring on the bath- 
tub and the same scum on your- 
self. Scouring powder and rubbing 
does away with the ring. As for 
your skin, you wipe part of the 
scum on the towel; the rest stays 
on you.

water because their skin feels soapy 
after washing. The trouble is that 
they use too much soap from habit. 
Instead of rubbing soap onto 
a washcloth, for instance, they 
should pass the bar of soap only 
once across the cloth to get an 
equal amount of suds. That shows 
how much soap soft water saves 
you. 

The pores of your skin must be 
kept clear to eliminate body wastes. 
If pores are clogged with soap curd, 
skin becomes rough and dry, it 
itches, and you miss the feeling of 
cleanliness that follows a bath in 
soft water. 

Shaving is much easier in soft 
water. Whiskers wilt more readily. 
This means you can shave oftener 
with soft water without having an 
irritated skin. 


Cooking. Hard water means less 
flavor in many foods. Beans and 
peas, for example, absorb the min- 
erals that produce hardness in wa- 
ter. These minerals insulate each 
pea or bean, and it takes longer to 
cook them. Not only is considerable 
flavor lost, but you waste fuel. 

If hard water is used to make 
coffee and tea, it takes one-fourth 
to one-third more coffee or tea to 
obtain the same flavor that soft 
water gives you. 


Health. Frequently someone will 
say, “I need to drink hard water to 
stay healthy.’ Since hard water 
contains both calcium and mag- 
nhesium, needed in every ‘diet, 
that’s an easy way to get them. 
Actually, tho, the calcium and 
magnesium of any freely chosen 
diet, without hard water, will fill 
normal needs. 


Plumbing and heating. When 
hard water is heated, calcium and 
magnesium compounds are de- 
posited in the form of scale. The 
flintlike deposit on a teakettle is a 
good example. 

The same scale forms on the 
sides of a hot-water tank, inside the 
heating coils, and in the hot-water 
pipes themselves. Scale is a poor 
conductor of heat and reduces your 
heater’s efficiency.

Scale builds up so slowly that the 
increase in cost usually isn’t no- 
ticed until too late. It may take 
years for the scale to clog your hot- 
water system. Meanwhile, you'll be 
wasting 20 to 25 cents of every dol- 
lar you spend for gas or electricity 
for your water heater. 

Many people soften only the 
hot-water system. It may save 
money for awhile, but it is likely 
to mean a big plumbing bill. If 
your cold-water pipes become 
clogged, you’re just as bad off with- 
out cold water as you would be 
without hot water. It’s best to 
soften the entire system—both 
hot and cold. 


How Do You Get Soft Water 
From Hard Water? 


Hardness may be either tempo- 
rary or permanent. Permanent 
hardness is the soap waster, the ex- 
pensive problem child. It can be 
overcome by treating the water in 
one of three ways—with hydrated 
lime, soda ash, or zeolite. 

The best way to soften water is 
on a municipal scale. Lime and 
soda ash are commonly used. It’s 
cheaper to pay a reasonable charge 
for municipal softening than it is to 
soften water in your home. Seven 
hundred cities in hard-water areas 
now supply soft water. A report 
from a city with 6,000 water cus- 
tomers sets the daily saving in soap 
at $144! 

If your community doesn’t fur- 
nish soft water, you can easily have 
a softener installed in your home. 

Zeolite is the usual softening 
agent in home water softeners. The 
double-tank type is the most com- 
mon. One tank contains a thick 
bed of zeolite on top of a layer of 
washed gravel. Hard water flows in 
at the top. As it seeps thru the zeo- 
lite bed, the zeolite absorbs the un- 
wanted minerals. The softened 
water is drawn from the bottom of 
tank and circulated thru the house. 

In time the zeolite becomes satu- 
rated with minerals and loses its 
effectiveness. It is regenerated by 
backwashing—running brine from 
the second tank thru the zeolite to 
wash away the minerals. Some 
softeners regenerate automatically. 
On others you turn a valve to start 
the backwashing process. A well- 
designed water softener will give 
years of service with only a few 
minutes’ attention each week. 

A water softener must pay its 
way. Double-tank units range from 
$175 to $300; the hardness of the 
water accounts for the variation in 
price. The harder your water is, 
the more your softener will cost, 
but the quicker you'll save your in- 
vestment price. Generally, it’s jus- 
tifiable to soften water that has a 
hardness of five or more grains per 
gallon. 

In most cities you can also pur- 
chase soft-water service. A com- 
pany selling this service installs the 
equipment, which it owns and 
maintains, in your home. At regu- 
lar intervals, depending on the 
amount of hot water you use, a 
serviceman regenerates the equip- 
ment. The fee for the service varies 
between $2 and $5 a month, ac- 
cording to the number of times a 
serviceman has to call. Thousands 
of families enjoy the benefits of 
rented soft water.

Duncan PHYFE is the first of the name furniture designers 
that America can claim as her own. 

Tho he was born in Scotland (1768), he came to this country 
when only 15. Within a year he was at work in Albany, New 
York, as a cabinetmaker. While still a young man, he launched 
his own business in New York City. 

You'll remember that Sheraton and Hepplewhite turned 
away from the heavy ornamentation of Chippendale to simpler 
shapes with delicate inlaid decoration. Following their lead, 
Duncan Phyfe used basically simple lines, too, but he embel- 
lished them with a wealth of carving that in many ways rivaled 
that of Chippendale himself. The effect was at once elegant and 
sophisticated. 

Among his original devices the lyre is best known. It appears 
now as a chair back, now as a table support, and again in the 
arms of a sofa. To identify his work, look also for the cornucopia 
and quadruple post supports for pedestal tables. Less obvious 
are the free (rather than geometric) curves of his tables: Even 
in large dining tables you will rarely find a straight line. Always 
the sides bow outwards, tho ever so slightly, and the corners are 
broadly rounded. 

But, like Hepplewhite, Duncan Phyfe was first of all a cabi- 
netmaker. His fame rests even more upon the excellence and 
profusion of his actual furniture than upon his pleasing designs. 
And he seems to have been able to instill this feeling for fine 
carving into his workmen. (At times there were more than 100 
in his shop.) No wonder he was an acclaimed favorite of the 
rich New York merchant trade from the day he opened his doors 
until he retired at 61.

and make wry jokes about the 
humidity. 

It’s this interchange of heat be- 
tween sun and earth and back 
again that dictates the whole struc- 
ture of summertime living. City 
dwellers find a grass-insulated golf 
course relief from the inferno of 
concrete canyons. Suburbanites 
duplicate the evaporation cooling 
of early morning dew with a late 
evening sprinkling. And the wise 
vacationer plans, not to avoid the 
sun, but to put a modifying in- 
fluence between himself and the 
radiant earth! 

A goodly number make for wa- 
ter. Water is scornful of the sun. It 
reflects much of the sun’s heat 
right back into her face. More of it 
is thrown away in evaporation. 
And what water does accept, she 
immediately puts well away, as if 
ashamed of her weakness, storing it 
where icy depth and eternal move- 
ment mix, dilute; dissipate. It may 
be July 4 before any but the initi- 
ated can work their shivering way 
into Lake Michigan. Even in 
August anywhere, you may de- 
velop gooseflesh standing on a 
beach in a wet bathing suit, no 
matter how hot the sand. And be- 
cause water loses heat as reluctant- 
ly as she takes it on, spring comes 
late along the shore, but fall lingers, 


Orn ERS head for the mountains. 
Here thinner air and elevation 
both invite the sun to do its worst— 
and even in the dead of winter 
skiers pose for the camera in shorts. 
But mountain tops are also re- 
frigerated, much as is the source 
of your ice cubes. The hot air 
radiated at the high pressure of sea 
level starts climbing. As the pres- 
sure decreases with increasing alti- 
tude, the heated air expands. Ex- 
panding is work. To do it, the ris- 
ing air must use up its heat energy. 
It cools. Whatever moisture it car- 
ries condenses into mists, cloud 
plumes, rain, snow. Free of earthly 
restraints, it becomes lightheaded, 
and whips about in cooling winds. 

Thus you may find the mercury 
dropping 3 degrees with every 
thousand feet you climb. Between 
Pike’s Peak, 14,110 feet high, and 
Lamar, less than 150 miles away 
in southeastern Colorado, but 
almost 11,000 feet lower, is a mean 
temperature difference of 35 de- 
grees. You wouldn’t gain more by 
traveling from Florida to Iceland. 

Between the cool, wet rain for- 
ests on the Pacific slopes of Wash- 
ington’s Olympic range, and the 
gaunt backdrop against which you 
view Grand Coulee Dam, are no 
less than three summer climates. 
Water is one answer. Altitude is 
another. But in between blows one 
of the most important factors in 
summer comfort—the wind. 

Wind is a fan. Without it mois- 
ture is just moisture. With it, the 
moisture starts to dry and becomes 
a cooling agent. Other conditions 
permitting, you can count on a 1- 
degree drop in temperature for 
every one-mile increase in wind 
velocity. Even a hot, dry wind may 
feel more comfortable than still, 
moist air. And if forests are usually 
cooler than the open country, it’s 
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only partly because trees make 
shade and evaporate moisture. In 
their depths, even the slightest 
wind, wasted elsewhere, is magni- 
fied by creek bed funnels and vege- 
tation barriers into little gusts and 
eddies you can feel. 


Bur wind is also a carrier. Pre- 
vailing winds across this country 
are wésterly. Their temperature is 
Pacific Ocean temperature, regu- 
lated by the natural disinclination 
of all water to temperature change 
and by the warm Japanese current. 
In’ winter, these winds reach land 
warmer than the shore. In summer 
they are, by the same sign, cooler. 
As a result, one of the more even 
climates of this continent occupies 
a narrow coastal strip all the way 
from British Columbia down to 
southern California. 

Were it not for the mountains 
almost immediately ahead, these 
kindly winds would carry an 
equable climate over much of this 
continent. But on the Olympic 
Peninsula the coast range is abrupt 
and high. Up go the winds, cool- 
ing, and losing much of their mois- 
ture. Almost one-third of our na- 
tion’s timber store grows on the 
moist, moderate windward slopes 
of the west coast mountains. 

As the westerlies cooled by ex- 
pansion going up, they grow 
warmer by compression coming 
down. The many valleys which 
cuddle just east of the Pacific 
coast ranges are invariably warm 
and comparatively dry. 

This process is repeated over the 
Cascade-Sierra Nevada range, par- 
alleling the coast from Canada 
down thru Mexico. Some of the 
hottest and most arid parts of this 
country lie immediately to the 
leeward of these western beauties. 

Other influences enter the pic- 
ture. Northwest winds contribute 
cold thru Montana, down the 
Great Lakes. Southwest winds 
spread the humid warmth of the 
Gulf over the Mississippi Valley 
and thruout the East. More moun- 
tains take their toll of moisture, add 
their quota of heat. The Great 
Plains contribute a blast of heat 
that can sometimes be felt to with- 
in a few miles of the Atlantic. The 
Great Lakes chill the south shore 
of Lake Superior, the northeast 
shore of Lake Michigan, and tem- 
per the St. Lawrence Valley, in- 
cluding northern New York and 
New England. Northeast gales fan 
the Maine coast with coolness 
straight from Labrador. And thru- 
out the Middle Atlantic, cool but 
flighty easterlies put up an occa- 
sional battle, meeting the heated 
westerlies with humid results. 


Tuis is why, tho others may go to 
southern Arizona to keep warm in 
winter, southern Arizonans go to 
El Paso, Texas, where mountains 
funnel in the westerlies, to keep 
cool in summer. It’s why the wind- 
ward side of any mountain or lake 
is almost always a cooler bet than 
the leeward. And it’s why, along 
with the multitudes who travel 
north to get somewhere cool, as 
many others find their relief by 
following the breeze east or west.

A YEAR ago there was a short- 
age of meat. But there’s never a 
shortage of butchers.. They make 
hash of a Grade A plan, mince- 
meat of a fine elevation. They 
make their mistakes honestly; they 
have reasons for making changes. 
But they can’t foresee the results. 
The architect who designed 
Better Homes & Gardens Five Star 
Home No. 708 (right) knew what 
he was doing. He used a big chim- 
ney to balance the garage. He let 
the second floor overhang the first 
for accent, and to break up a blank 
wall. By using broad clapboards 
above the overhang, narrow clap- 
boards below it, he tied the house 
to the land. He subdued the ga- 
rage, but emphasized the entry.

Sigman-Ward 


Our first buteher was a man with 
ideas. His wife liked picture win- 
windows, so he put one in—an over- 
sized hole (1) that overlooks the 
the neighbor's garage. He had to 
move the chimney to the inside wall. 
The chimney had been an accent, 
but the tiny box he put up (2) wasn't! 

To add accent he painted the 
edges of the shutters green (3), then 
painted the garage door (4) the same 
color. He put a circular window in 
the front door and added two little 
lanterns, making the entry (5) look 
like the north end of a southbound 
limited. 

He moved the -upstairs windows 
(6) to get more wall space in bedroom 
corners. He changed the size of clap- 
boards (7), then tried to compensate 
for the feeling of height by lowering 
the pitch of the roof (8). Better use of 
shrubbery would help him. 


Our second buteher had heard of 
functionalism—if it has no purpose, 
dispose of it. This man did. He left 
off shutters (1), for they served no 
purpose (except to give scale and 
beauty). Nor could he see sense in 
the overhang (2). 

He didn't want an entryway; it 
cost money. But he thought of callers, 
so he put up a doghouse roof (3) to 
keep rain off them. Now they drag 
wet feet and coats directly into the 
living room. 

He knew small window panes 
were out of date, but he liked them. 
So he compromised—half small 
panes, half one large pane (4). And 
he'd heard that the closer your garage 
was to the street, the more practical 
it was. So he stuck his garage out in 
front, and topped it off with a brilliant 
idea—an immodest sun deck. (6).

peril on city streets. He’s better 
off, gets better care, in an institu- 
tion. In a small way, people like 
Gramp contribute to statistics on 
mental illness. 


By FAR the largest part of what 
we loosely call mental illness is 
made up of the kind of statistics 
that surround you in the flesh. 
There’s the oversuspicious as- 
sociate who thinks you’re out to 
get his job. The acquaintance 
who’s an eager hater, the recluse 
who rarely comes out of the house, 
the neighbor who carries on a 
feud, the woman who seems 
normal until she gets off on some 
one subject where she doesn’t 
make sense, the boy imprisoned in 
daydreams, the girl who rarely 
holds a job more than a week be- 
cause “everybody hates her’— 
you can think of a hundred others 
like these without half trying. In 
general, they’re the psychoneurot- 
ics who swell the mental statistics 
by hundreds of thousands. 

We’re all pretty glib in using 
words like psychoneurosis. The 
next movie you attend may have 
as its hero a psychiatrist, male or 
female, who fishes a complex out 
of the patient’s past to set the 
for a_ satisfactory clinch. 
Books, novels, stage plays, even 
detective stories, deal with mental 
hospitals or have psychiatric twists. 
From these sources we pick up the 
jargon of the specialist, running the 
gamut from Id to Ego, but often 
with little understanding of spe- 
cialized meanings.

I WO key words from psychiatry 
cry for understanding if we’re to 
know what mental-disease sta- 
tistics really mean. One is psy- 
chosis. A psychosis is a serious 
mental derangement; most of the 
‘insane’ (a word without medical 
meaning) in mental hospitals are 
psychotics. A few of them are vio- 
lent; most are hospitalized be- 
cause they cannot manage their 
lives rationally. More often than 
not a psychosis has some physical 
cause. A 1946 census report states 
that approximately 51 percent of 
the patients confined in mental 
hospitals in the United States 
suffer with a form of psychosis 
directly attributable to disease of 
the nervous system or some other 


organ of the body.

I HE other key word is psycho- 
neurosis, or just plain neurosis. 
There is nothing physically wrong 
with the psychoneurotic. His nerv- 
ous system is intact. But he’s a 
tightly wrapped package of fears, 
hostilities, frustrations, aggressions, 
anxieties. It is not abnormal to 
have such feelings. It is the psycho- 
neurotic’s management of them 
that is abnormal. 

He can’t drain them off in ac- 
tion. He is throwing punches at a 
little man who isn’t there. He is 
trapped in an emotional dead-end 
street and can’t run away. His 
squirrel-cage efforts to escape set

up mental short circuits. These may 
show up as physical symptoms such 
as headaches, peptic ulcer, or 
colitis. Or he may merely impress 
us as a queer, or odd, or exasperat- 
ing personality. His conduct makes 
sense if we know what’s driving 
him. Not very good sense, but he 
isn’t crazy, irrational, or psychotic. 
In a humdrum environment where 
he is exposed to few stresses, it is 
hard to distinguish a psychoneu- 
rotic from anybody else. 

These are not hair-splitting de- 
scriptions. Fine distinctions can be 
left to the specialist. They will 
serve to consider the question, 
“Has the number of psychotics— 
the hospitalized ‘insane’—in- 
creased?” A widespread belief is 
that the strains of war send thou- 
sands of patients to mental hospi- 
tals. What is the situation? 


On E of the most thoro anaylses 
of mental-disease statistics is that 
of Dr. Carney Landis of Columbia 
University and Dr. James D. Page 
of the University of Rochester. 
Their study covers the period of 
World War I, thru the depression, 
down to 1938. They found that 
neither the strains of war nor of 
economic depression caused any 
increase in hospitalized mental 
patients. But wasn’t World War II 
much worse? It was certainly worse 
in England than in America, with 
buzz bombings, fire raids, an- 
guished nights in bomb shelters, 
homes and occupants rent asunder. 
The British Ministry of Health as- 
summed that facilities of mental 
hospitals must have been over- 
taxed enormously. So they took a 
survey of 219 clinics dealing with 
mental disorder—and were driven 
to conclude that there were no 
grounds whatever for supposing 
that the war increased those 
serious forms of mental disorder re- 
quiring hospital care. 


Ir IS easy to point to more and 
more hospital beds, occupied by 
more and more mental patients, 
and say, “See! We must be going 
crazier faster!’ Such a devastat- 
ing conclusion overlooks important 
factors. There have never been as 
many hospital beds as there are 
patients with mental diseases who 
could use them to advantage. The 
reservoir has always been larger 
than the facilities. When a new 
state hospital is erected, patients 
who have been cared for hit-or- 
miss at home draw on its facilities. 

Another thing to remember is 
that, while mental health patients 
fill a lot of hospital beds today, 
there isn’t as much turnover in 
mental hospitals as in those de- 
voted to surgery patients, com- 
municable disease victims, and 
prospective mothers. The number 
of beds is not a fair index of the 
comparative numbers of patients. 


Moreover, our population 
increases—especially the number 
of older persons.. The only psy- 
choses to show marked increases 
are those involving arteriosclerosis, 
and a large proportion of these 
patients are 70 or older. Standards 
are higher; in earlier days the label 
“senile dementia” (meaning little 
more than crazy with age) would 
have been applied to many such

patients. When we get to be 70, we 
don’t expect to cut baby teeth or 
catch measles. We’re subject to the 
hazards of our years, and one of 
these is damage to the circulation 
that may blunt our mental keen- 
ness. We have more citizens of 
70 than we used to, and we’re 
going to have more, but that 
doesn’t mean that most of today’s 
grandfathers are heading for an 
yium, 


PareEsIs, or softening of the 
brain, is a late consequence of 
syphilis. (A notorious victim, the 
late Al Capone, spent his last years 
in a mental fog.) There is some 
evidence that this psychosis is de- 
clining. It ought to decline to the 
vanishing point if society accepts its 
plain duty to treat early syphilis 
v the several effective measures 
now at hand. This shuddering dis- 
integration of the mind practically 
never occurs if syphilis is compe- 
tently treated in early stages. 

Up to a few years ago, in our 
South, a large proportion of hos- 
pitalized mental cases were victims 
of pellagra. This is a deficiency dis- 
ease, now so effectively treated by 
diet that specialists have a tough 
job finding enough advanced cases 
to demonstrate before medical 
students. This brand of “insanity” 
seems well on the way out. 


| JEMENTIA praecox or schizo- 
phrenia, a psychosis typical of 
young people mentally split off 
from the outside world, appears to 
have increased slightly. Here, 
more accurate diagnosis, plus 
newer shock methods of treatment 
offered by hospitals, plus the fact 
that such patients are less easily 
cared for at home in cities than in 
rural regions, explains part and 
perhaps most of the seeming in- 
CI ASC. 

[hus there is little impressive 
evidence that yourand your kids 
run any greater risk than your 
grandparents did of being picked 
off by a psychosis—serious mental 
derangement. Whence, then, our 
burgeoning national neurosis about 
mental collapse? How come this 
dread that at the end of the lane 
there’s a loony house, that the 
keeper will catch us if we don’t 
watch out? You can’t lay the whole 
baby on a single doorstep, but a 
substantial portion of the problem 
child—the parts that squawk, any- 
way—can be laid to a monstrously 
botched job of public relations by 
the military.

Dake those army figures on 
hundreds of thousands of men 
discharged with the N.P. (neuro- 
psychiatric) label. Blazoned in the 
press, they have intensified in the 
public mind the horrific stigma 
still unreasonably attached to 
mental disturbance. In all con- 
science, those figures compel in- 
telligent attention to a _ serious 
problem. There is no reason to 
doubt that had women undergone 
the same mass examinations as 
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men, they would have turned in 
equally depressing mental health 
cards. This isn’t good, but a rea- 
sonable job of press agentry would 
have allayed the fears, in some 
quarters, that everybody’s bound 
for Bedlam. 


N O ONE stresses the plain fact 
that only 1 out of 20 N.P. dis- 
chargees had a_psychosis—“‘in- 
sanity,’ if you want to put it 
crudely. The other 19 out of 20 
were, in general, psychoneurotic, a 
long way short of being dangerous 
maniacs. But the damage was 
done. Stuck with a repugnant 
label, the boys didn’t draw fine 
distinctions. As one serviceman re- 
marked wryly, “It’s psycho, no 
matter how you slice it.”” Quite 
naturally, the public became skit- 
tish of the label, especially after 
the boys came home and tackle | 
the big job of readjustment. 

Of course, there were reasons for 
army procedure. In wartime a 
titanic job must be done in a 
hurry. There were only some two 
thousand trained psychiatrists in 
the service. In one large separation 
center, the psychiatric team had 
exactly two minutes to give each 
man a complete nervous and 
mental examination! Outranking 
the psychiatrists, in many cases, 
were medical officers with little 
psychiatric training. And in higher 
military echelons, the attitude was 
generally antagonistic. The N.P. 
was regarded as a gold-bricker, a 
weak sister, a malingerer who 
needed nothing but discipline. 


Army statistics are a mare’s 
nest of confusion. Case classifica- 
tions are lumped together in be- 
wildering fashion. Where the de- 
scriptions have specific meaning, 
much depends on the directive that 
happened to be in force at the mo- 
ment, or upon varying exigencies 
such as the need to rustle trouble- 
makers out of the front lines where 
they were disturbing morale. Fair- 
ly early in the game, it was rec- 
ognized that the N.P. label was 
reacting badly upon the men and 
the folks back home. There was an 
abrupt change of face and terms 
such as “combat fatigue” or 
“battle fatigue’ came into use. 
This was a sensible effort to focus 
attention on precipitating causes 
rather than character deficiencies. 
It didn’t work too well, for the men 
were still routed thru psychiatric 
service and the whole thing was a 
little like those crushing words with 
which you dress down your wife: 
easy to issue, impossible to recall. 
Today, now that peace of a sort 
has come, the army is revising its 
psychiatric nomenclature along 
scientific lines. 


Wauat does the great army of 
psychoneurotics mean in human 
terms? Let’s take a look at a hog. 
You don’t think of a hog as being a 
natural candidate for a nervous 
breakdown. He has no way of 
knowing how unlucky he is to be a 
hog, and his pighood, as far as any- 
one knows, is unshadowed by an 
Oedipus complex or sense of sin. 

Well, at Cornell Behavior Farm, 
Dr. H. S. Liddell and his associates 
have been making neurotics out of 
hogs, not to mention dogs, goats, 
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Will not injure septic tank action.

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and sheep. They put a hog into a 
cage containing a box into which 
an apple falls when a bell rings. 
The animal lifts the box top and 
eats the apple. Later, an electric 
shock is added so he learns to 
forage only at the proper signal. 
Then the signals are crossed up. 
The hog can’t tell if he'll get a 
shock, an apple, or a clout on the 
snout. His rational world collapses. 
He goes into a tantrum, squeals 
and rages, finally goes off and lies 
inert in a corner—a_ seclusive, 
schizophrenic pig. He acts exactly 
as if he had a nervous breakdown, 
and why not? 


Tue analogy can be _ over- 
strained, but it is fair to point out 
that human beings have breaking 
points, even as the hog. When we 
are faced with situations we can’t 
solve, or escape, when the rules 
we’ve learned don’t seem to work, 
when our “enemy” is shapeless 
and we can’t land a punch on him, 
the tensions pent up within us 
naturally explode in neurosis. This 
is much the sort of thing that 
happened to many N.P.’s, who 
had to face bombs and flak and 
jungles and see their comrades fall. 
A good many of these boys merely 
had transient personality reactions 
to situations of acute crisis. Not 
even the late General Patton, a 
soldier to the core if there ever was 
one, was immune to this sort of 
emotional explosion. The face- 
slapping incident in which he was 
involved was a consequence of 
long, unbearable stresses of front- 
line action that taxed even his 
steel-cable emotions. 


To BE sure, there is great varia- 
tion in how much we can “take” — 
whether, as William James put it, 
we are tough-minded or tender- 
minded. When a man is emotional- 
ly immature, has weakened capa- 
city to deal with reality, is without 
a bedrock philosophy to tie to, and 
has little sense of self-sufficiency, 
he’s an easy collapser. But that’s 
a long way from saying he’s crazy, 
or even that he will exhibit overt 
signs of neurosis. In a placid job, 
surrounded by security and unde- 
manding friends, he’s likely to be 
an ordinary, if not too happy, 
citizen. 

We’re all interested, and rightly 
so, in learning how our minds get 
that way. The pity is that some 
aspects of psychiatry have been 
over-glamorized, while much of 
its finest and most quiet work is 
little known. Misconceptions are 
rampant. There are people who 
believe that psychiatrists are to 
blame for much mental illness be- 
cause they diagnose it—a little 
like shooting your dentist because 
you have a toothache. In many 
ways the public relations of psy- 
chiatry are sorely in need of house 
cleaning, but you can’t blame the 
psychiatrists for movie- or fiction- 
induced notions that psychoanaly- 
sis is the only tool they have to 
work with. 


Tue psychoanalytic technique 
of dredging repressed ideas out of 
a patient’s unconscious mind can 
be remarkably effective, but it 
means little to mass statistics of 
mental: illness. Some cases snay 
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profit from a few psychoanalytic 
sessions, but on the whole, psycho- 
analysis is a matter of months or 
even years of treatment, far too 
costly for the run-of-the-mill pa- 
tient. If every one of the country’s 
4,000 psychiatrists spent all his 
time on individual psychoanalysis, 
the effect on the reservoir of mental 
illness would be comparable to a 
$5 contribution in lowering the 
war debt. 


Many psychiatrists feel that 
they have been dealing too largely 
with individuals, and that the 
next step is the prevention of 
mental illness by attacking on a 
broader base. They are agreed that 
the seeds of neurosis are sown in 
childhood. The neurotic is not 
necessarily born with defective 
mentality—indeed, he has a much 
keener mind than the slow, vegeta- 
tive individual—but he is the 
product of his life experiences from 
childhood onward. He can’t be 
detached from the society of which 
he is a part, and there are those 
who feel that our competitive, 
frustrating, high-pressure society 
needs a more intensive working- 
over than the patient. 


\ MENTALLY healthy child- 
hood should insure a mentally 
healthy adult. But parents and 
teachers who should provide a 
healthy atmosphere are more like- 
ly to be victims than good exam- 
ples. Kids are brought up by the 
book, imbide insecurities, are 
taught rigid dogmas and fixed 
ideas that are impossible to cling 
to in a changing world. In one 
Montreal mental hospital, there 
are patients whose parents taught 
them that the only decent way to 
take a bath is to wear long drawers 
that conceal the body from one’s 
own gaze. No wonder they come 
down with an anxiety neurosis 
when they move to cities where 
such ideas are simply considered 
*"screw ball’! 

Preventive psychiatry is making 
some encouraging starts. In several 
Cornelian Corners have 
been established. These get their 
name from Cornelia, mother of the 
Gracchi, and the “corner’’ is the 
secluded one where, in a com- 
munal room, the mother used to 
turn her back while nursing her 
baby. Nursing is but one means of 
building security in the infant; it is 
deemed important to pick him up 
and cuddle him, for instance, not 
to let him squall if a cursory in- 
spection shows that no pins are 
sticking him.

N INDUSTRY, psychiatry is be- 
ginning to play a role in minimiz- 

the sort of strikes and work dif- 

ilties that arise from insult to the 
worker’s ego and disregard of him 
as a human being rather than from 
rates of pay. Some schools are 
taking advantage of child guidance 
clinics operated by public health 
services. There are local branches 
of mental hygiene associations, and 
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municipal social service depart- 
ments include psychiatrists as well 
as sociologists. Many courts, as 
well, have psychiatrists for helping 
delinquents and others in trouble. 
In most of these instances, the psy- 
chiatrist does not work alone, but 
as a member of a team that in- 
cludes other specialists in social 
service. In mental hospitals, of 
course, the psychiatrist has made 
notable advances in the treatment 
of psychoses, by shock treatment 
and other methods. The popular 
idea that when the average psy- 
chotic patient is “sent to an asy- 
lum” he is there for life is far from 
true. 

These are heartening steps for- 
ward. There will be more of them. 
They’re a long way removed from 
the popular notion of a beautiful 
patient on a couch, engaged in 
“transfer” to the psychiatrist— 
tho to dismiss psychoanalysis as 
nonsense is to confess, in a way, to 
a neurosis. 


NeveRTHELESS, psychiatry 
has important house-cleaning jobs 
ahead. The people who brag about 
consulting a psychiatrist are those 
who can afford psychoanalysis. 
The ideal will not be reached until 
people are as casual about seeking 
psychiatric help as they are in 
getting a diagnosis of sinus trouble. 
Psychiatrists still write mostly: for 
themselves, in difficult jargon, and 
some of their words, filtered down 
—psychoneurosis is an example— 
frighten instead of helping, for 
words have an immense capacity 
to injure. Dr. Carl Binger is one 
eminent psychiatrist who has 
urged his colleagues to write in 
plain English if they’re to enjoy 
reasonable public relations. 

It is easy to forget that psy- 
chiatry is still very young as 
sciences go, and that it is still suf- 
fering growing pains as it emerges 
from early stages in which it was 
largely a classification of mental 
disturbances. There are plenty of 
intramural squabbles. The Freud- 
ians occupy one corner, exchang- 
ing blows with excommunicated 
disciples of Jung in another, and 
both crack down on followers of 
Adler. When the fists start flying, 
the innocent referee is as likely to 
be slugged as anybody. Some psy- 
chiatrists insist that it’s silly to re- 
quire medical study of neurology 
for their specialty; a few refuse to 
examine patients physically for fear 
they'll get the notion that some- 
thing might be wrong with their 
bodies as well as their minds. This 
in spite of the fact that half the 
hospitalized psychoses have defi- 
nite physical basis and, as the 
neurologists like to point out, the 
major advances of psychiatry such 
as shock treatments and _ brain- 
wave patterns are based on the 
fact that the “mind” is a physically 
responding agent and that the 
brain can’t have a thought of any 
kind that does not travel over a 
nerve pathway.

Psychia- 
trists can diagnose schizophrenia, 
manic depression psychosis, and a 
dozen other mental illnesses, but

natural breeding spots for vermin 
—and once insects get a start in 
such inaccessible locations, they’re 
hard to get rid of. 

There are all kinds of insects in 
their heyday this time of year. 
Your dog will be headquarters un- 
less you take preventive steps. 

Take flies. They'll worry your 
dog sick all summer long if you 
allow them to. If you have a dog- 
house or kennel building, paint it 
dark blue on the inside. This is the 
color least attractive to flies. Dark- 
en quarters during the day as 
much as possible. Spray walls and 
screens with DDT once a month. 
And if flies attack your dog’s ears, 
eyelids, and corners of his mouth, 
apply an ointment of 5 percent of 
oil of tar in a lanolin base. This is 
healing agent and fly repellent. 


Lice and fleas are busier than 
ever in hot weather. Stand the dog 
on newspapers; dust thoroly with 
pyrethrum powder. Even let the 
the dog lie in the dust 15 minutes if 
he can be persuaded to do so. This 
smothers the parasites. Then pour 
the powder into a jar with a cover

As a matter,of fact, bathing dries 
out a dog’s skin, ordinarily rich in 
grease glands that secrete an oily 
substance. This drying, if carried to 
excess, not only results in poor 
coat and a great amount of shed- 
ding, but it also brings on minute 
cracks in the skin which, in turn, 
become infected or even invaded 
by microorganisms—and real trou- 
ble starts. What’s more, these 
cracks often set going their own ir- 
ritation and itching, which causes 
the dog to bite and scratch himself 
so that infection results. And any 
skin infection is as stubborn as a 
mule to treat. Ask the man who 
owns an itching, scratching dog. 

Bathe your dog occasionally, if 
you'll sleep better because of it— 
but make it as infrequent as you 
can. Any dog’s coat is going to get 
soiled, but the dirt accumulation is 
almost always on the surface of the 
coat. If you’ll part the hair and look 
at the skin, you will see it’s clean. 


So, A good brisk combing and 
brushing each day will take off the 
dirt, besides preventing tangling 
and matting of the hair. After- 
ward, give your dog a good rub- 
bing down with a damp turkish 
towel. That’s all dog grooming at 
our kennel—and we’ve never had 
a skin ailment on our hands yet. 

Don’t forget the dog, as a spe- 
cies, battled his way thru quite a 
few million years of disease, infec- 
tions, and insects without the help 
of soap and water. The dog had a 
far better ally—Nature! 

A lot of well-meaning people, 
trying to make their dogs comfort- 
able in hot weather, have the dogs 
clipped so they look like boiled 
owls. The coat is sheared away 
right down to the skin. The theory 
is that the dog’s skin can breathe 
better without all that heavy hair. 


Bur a dog’s skin has no pores 
and he doesn’t breathe thru his 
skin, or perspire thru it. Without 
help, a dog will shed part of his 
coat and keep enough of it for pro- 
tection. But where his entire coat is 
taken away from him, it makes him 
fair game for all the germs, insects, 
and parasites within hailing dis- 
tance. 

Then, after clipping, the dog is 
further made miserable by the 
short, prickly hairs which stick 
into him every time he moves. An- 
other thing, many clipped dogs 
catch heavy colds during chilly 
nights or thru chilling rains be- 
cause of their nakedness. And 
that isn’t all. A dog’s exposed skin 
is highly sensitive to sunburn. Sun- 
burn can be extremely painful, 
can even bring on sickness. 

Yes, clipping zs a dirty trick on 
the dog. Wild dogs in jungles never 
got clipped. And jungles get 
darned hot in the summertime.

Cut off old flower heads weekly in the garden. Letting the blooms 
go to seed drains heavily on the food reserves of the plants. Further- 
more, you won’t want a lot of plants self-seeding themselves around 
the garden. 

Pinch out the bloom tips on such plants as phlox when they finish 
flowering: More florets will develop quickly along the stem. 

Tie rose canes of climbing roses to the trellis to keep them from 
sweeping over the garden on windy days. Prune out old canes that 
are getting dark brown and twiggy. 

Inspect evergreens for signs of redspider-mite injury—needles turn- 
ing rust brown, giving whole plant a yellowcast. (See June, page 177.) 
Spray junipers infested by scale—branches wilted and browned, 
small white scales or tiny yellow droplets on the needles. Unless 
yellow droplets—the young scales—are present, there’s little you can 
do until winter. But if the young insects are present, spray with a 
summer-strength oil (see page 133). Euonymus scale on winter- 
creeper vine fits the same description and warrants same control. 
Summer-prune evergreens where needed. Nip back the new growth 
about one-half. Use hand shears, a knife, or a sickle. Hedge shears 
leave the plants looking too stiff and barbered. If a big branch has 
shot out ahead of the general contour, cut it back to a side shoot. 
Prune trees: The dead branches are plainly visible.—Harvey Bickneil

Stake all plants whose stems appear weak. Shoots which touch the 
soil offer harboring places for such pests as snails and sow bugs.

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Start seeds of primroses, winter stocks, snapdragons, violas, and 
wallflowers for winter bloom. Keep the seedlings in partial shade. 
Mulch everything to save water and the need for weeding. But keep 
the material away from the necks of the plants. 

Sprinkle fuchsias, camellias, Rex begonias, and azaleas daily to 
help protect them against redspider-mites. Good care now will in- 
sure plenty of buds on camellias and azaleas—buds that won’t drop. 
Pinch back the chrysanthemums for the last time—they’ll soon be 
forming their blossom buds. Feed the plants weekly. 

Sow delphinium seeds immediately. Fresh seed is available. Sow 
Pacific Giants for tall, large-flowered plants; Belladonna for best 
cut flowers. 

Dig bulbs that have matured their foliage—narcissi, daffodils, 
freesias, sparaxis, and watsonia. Use fall annuals to fill the spaces. 
Cut back margucrites to short stubs. This will rejuvenate your plants. 
Provide some shade for gerberas. You'll get long stems, profuse 
bloom, and long-lasting flowers. —Alfred C. Hottes

In Muskegon, Michigan, sufferers got tired of sum- 


mer sniffles,so they teamed up two war-born buddies 


—a jeep and 2,4-D—to rid themselves of ragweed 


Like people in many another 
American city, residents of Muske- 
gon, Michigan, each summer had 
sneezed, grown red-eyed, lost days 
from their jobs. They had watched 
the daily pollen count soar, tour- 
ist and resort business collapse, be- 
bore the onslaught of hay fever. 
Frost brought relief, but the vic- 
tims—counted among America’s 3 
million chronic hay fever sufferers, 
were so weakened they became 
easy victims for lurking cold germs. 
Muskegon’s doctors said ragweed 
caused 95 percent of the trouble. 

Why not eradicate ragweed? 

The Muskegon Chamber of 
Commerce got busy, lined up the 
Muskegon County Garden Club, 
radio station WKBZ, and The 
Muskegon Chronicle to help. 

The whole community joined in. 
The Mayor proclaimed ragweed 
“City Pest No. 1.’ Schools and 
stores displayed potted ragweed 





plants. Everyone was urged to 
recognize the culprit and report 
any seen in Greater Muskegon. 

Residents mowed the weeds— 
but the roots sprouted new tops. 
Hundreds of school children tack- 
led the job. They pulled up tons 
by the roots, won prizes in pulling 
contests, watched huge bonfires as 
the plants went up in smoke. But 
ragweed is virile stuff. It continued 
to spread. 


Finatty, in 1945, 2,4-D, the new 
chemical weed killer, was brought 
into the battle by Dr. B. H. Grigs- 
by, Michigan State College botan- 
ist, loaned to the ragweed-control 
committee. Every ragweed plant 
hit by the potent spray died. The 
Michigan Department of Health 
offered to furnish enough of the 
chemical for a city-wide test cam- 
paign in 1946. Doctor Grigsby 
blanketed the vacant lots with 
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Muskegon Chronicle

spray from his specially equipped 
jeep. High-schoo] boys lugged 
hand sprayers into corners which 
the jeep couldn’t reach. 

The highway department hel ped 
save time for the spray crews by 
slashing down roadside weeds that 
otherwise would have held the jeep 
to a crawl. Timing was important. 
Spraying has to be done in the two- 
week period (July 15 to 30) just be- 
fore the flower heads appear on the 
ragweed. Earlier spraying misses 
the young plants. 

Signs were posted where spray- 
ing was done. The newspaper and 
radio urged folks to observe how 
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the treated ragweed writhed and 
twisted before it died. 

Muskegon knows now that you 
don’t have to put up with hay 
fever. So does Saginaw, in the same 
state, also a pioneer in community 
ragweed control with 2,4-D. 

Last year 2,4-D wiped out more 
acres of ragweed in both cities. 
This year, Muskegon will extend 
the campaign thruout its entire 
county. Ragweed pollen can sail 
along on the winds for miles, but 
the pollen count seldom gets above 
100, the sneeze point, if all the 
ragweed within a radius of 10 
miles is killed.

July 31 Honesty impells me to set 
down the sad news that I have 
yellows in my annual asters. This 
is a terrible virus disease. The plant 
turns a sickly light greenish yellow, 
with leaves curled and twisted. If 
flowers come, they are uneven, 
sorta halfway only and greenish in 
color. The whole plant is stunted. 
This disease is brought to the 
aster from diseased weeds by in- 
sects such as leaf hoppers. Once a 
plant is infected, all that can be 
done is pull it up and burn it be- 
fore the disease is spread to others. 
Any measure tho which controls 
the insects is a protective measure 
to the asters. The new recommen- 
dation is to dust with DDT. Get- 
ting rid of weeds is another help.

tions they haven’t any idea what 
causes them—at least, in the spe- 
cific sense that a physician knows 
what causes typhoid fever. Fortu- 
nately, treatment can be effective 
even if causes are foggy. Yet treat- 
ment has a long way to go, too. 
Many psychiatrists are more suc- 
cessful in adjusting their patients 
to institutional life than to resum- 
ing their place in the world. And as 
Dr. C. C. Burlingame, .himself a 
psychiatrist, has put it, “‘I doubt if 
merely talking with a patient, using 
so-called psychotherapy regarding 
hidden experiences which occured 
to him at 2 or 3 years of age, is a 
practical solution to the problems 
of hundreds of thousands of psy- 
chiatric patients.” 


Tuere’s no reason to belittle 
psychiatrists, any more than you 
would scorn a doctor because he 
doesn’t know the ultimate cause of 
cancer. The job of psychiatry is 
extremely tough because a host of 
neurotics would rather have their 
neurosis than be cured. Tho they 
would deny it, their neurosis seems 
to be serving a purpose for them. 
Basically, the neurotic is selfish. 
This isn’t reprehensible. It is quite 
human. But unless he breaks out 
of his tight little package of con- 
suming self-interest and learns the 
release that comes from direct- 
ing his energies outward—in a 
hundred varieties of constructive 


action—he’s a poor bet for mental 
health. 

The myth of personal security 
nags at the neurotic worse than 
most of us. Absolute security is 
impossible; a billion dollars can’t 
give it to you. In this imperfect 
world there is always cause for 
fear, anxiety. Many people seize 
upon a neurosis as a retreat, an 
excuse for shortcomings, a defense 
against invisible fears. In time, this 
ingrown thinking can become al- 
most impossible to uproot. 


THere is still room for courage 
in human living. A man is knocked 
down, but he can rise again. Let’s 
not trot out our little Ids and Egos 
for prideful pampering. 

Let’s refuse to be stampeded by 
*‘mental illness.’ Better yet, let’s 
refuse to use that vague term, and 
give our cooperation to important 
community measures designed to 
put a foundation under mental 
health. Let’s recognize that living 
is never a silver-platter job, that 
troubles are bound to arise. Let’s 
admit that our only enduring de- 
fense is to develop means of meet- 
ing them realistically, without the 
buck-passing which is what a 
neurosis essentially boils down to. 

That’s a man-size and woman- 
size program, but, tackled in good 
faith, it will go a long way toward 
laying the bogey of overwhelming 
mental disaster.
